Presiding Bishop Charles Edward Blake has 
selected our 2018 theme for the Church Of God 

In Christ - “The Church Seasoning the World.” 
This year’s significant theme is undergirded by the 
words spoken by Jesus to encourage His disciples 
to keep their flavor. 


During the time that Jesus spoke these words, salt 
held a much higher value than it does today, so 
much so that it was used as a form of currency for 
Roman legionnaires. In contrast, the cost associ- 
ated with salt today has a spiritual connotation as 
well. Believers are the salt of the earth in that we 
are the jewels of the earth; the ones whose under- 
standing of God is indispensable in application 
towards the things of man. 


“The earth is the Lord’s, and the fulness thereof; 
the world, and they that dwell therein” (Psalms 
24:1). Therefore, followers of Christ are sprinkled 
throughout the earth to give the earth value and 

to add flavor to an otherwise mundane situation. 
Followers of Chirst ultimately give meaning to the 
purposes and the Plan of God (Ephesians 3:10).

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I was eight years old when I knew 


I wanted to act more than anything. 


Twenty-three years later, I have 
been featured in 3 national com- 


mercials, 3 feature films and over 


8 national shows on the NBC, ABC, 


and CBS networks. I saw it in my 
mind before I ever saw it with 
my eyes! A wise man once said, 
“The greatest nation is imagina- 


tion.” There is limitless power in 
saying what you see, until you see 
what you said. However, I always 
knew I was not limited to acting 
exclusively. Along the way, I used 
every tool I had in my arsenal as 
ammunition. I became an inspi- 
rational speaker, a highly sought 
after basketball coach and trainer, 
an elder in the Church Of God In 
Christ, a writer and even a con- 
sultant. The ultimate dream has 
always been to live in Los Angeles 
and pursue my dreams on the 
world’s largest platform. I was in 
a pickle between success and sur- 
vival. I needed them both from a 
growth standpoint. If opportunity 
and experience were in a vending 
machine, I would pay my life sav- 
ings for it. Why? Because there is 
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no amount of money you can pay 
for on-the-job development. 


In March 2017, I had the oppor- 
tunity to share a platform with 
Bishop Charles E. Blake, Sr. 
and Mr. Earvin “Magic” John- 
son at West Angeles Church. 
The event was called “Super 
Saturday” and it consisted of 
mentoring, modeling, and mo- 
tivating the men of the church, 
both young and old. 


On my flight to Los Angeles 

from New York, I thought to 
myself, “This opportunity has 

less to do with the event itself, 
and more to do with God carry- 
ing out His plans.” I felt ex- 
tremely favored beyond belief. 
They could have easily had a 
local speaker who could have 
successfully completed the 
requirement. At that moment, 
Philippians 1:6 had never meant 
so much to me: “Being confident 
of this very thing, that he who had 
begun a good work in you will per- 
fect it until the day of Jesus Christ.” 
God has not forgotten what He has 
started in you. His timing is master- 
ful and his works are prolific! Let 
the Word take its course. 


In my opinion, potential without 


action is just wasted ability. With 
Mr. Johnson being at the helm of 
the Lakers as their president, he 
has a natural eye for insight and 
skill set. I was so confident that he 
would identify the God in me that 
I literally started looking up apart- 
ments in Los Angeles as if it were 
already done, as if a position was 
already created for me. Why? My 
Bible says to speak things that are 
not as though they were. My Bible 
says without faith it is impossible 
to please God. My Bible says 
God’s promises are yes and amen. 


My Bible says, ask, seek, 
knock and He will answer me! 


After a very successful event, 
I was overwhelmed by what 
God did. Lives were changed 
and His presence was felt. 

I took the picture that I had 

the pleasure of taking with 
Bishop Blake and Mr. Johnson 
and placed it as my phone’s 
screensaver. I believed that 

the seed planted was going to 
manifest. I saw that picture 
every day! Sometimes, I would 
even switch my screensaver to 
the Los Angeles Laker logo. 

I had to keep it in the front of 
my brain! With seven being 
the number of completion, it 
was exactly seven months later 
that I was asked to do a phone 
interview with the Los Angeles 
Lakers for the position of chap- 
lain. I humbly declined and said, 
“T am unavailable to do a phone 
interview; however, I will see you 
in-person tomorrow in LA because 
I am booking the last flight out 
today.” 


Sometimes you have to prove to 
God that you want it just as bad as 
He wants it for you. As soon as I 
got there, I was greeted at the door 
by the manager of Player Services 


for the Lakers. As she was walk- 
ing me to the interview with her 
partner, we ran into Mr. Johnson. 
That’s when God proved himself 
once again! Before we got to the 
interview, Mr. Johnson had 
already given me the job. How 
do I know” He said “It’s so good 
to see you. Please make sure 
you introduce him to Rob (Gen- 
eral Manager) and we will set 
something up for him to meet the 
guys. We are so happy to have 
you on board.” God decided to 
cut out the middleman so that 
He’d get all the glory! Can you 
handle silence for seven months 
after you doing everything right? 


That screensaver 
on my phone 
became a daily 


confession. Setting a goal with- 
out a change in daily routine is 
simply wishful thinking. The 
Bible says that we overcome 
by the word of our testimony, 
but what’s a testimony without 
a test? 


Since taking on the role as 
chaplain for the LA Lakers, 
attendance has tripled in size! 
Only God is to be praised for 
such a thing. I have become the 
spiritual mentor for Brandon 
Ingram, Tyler Ennis and Julius 
Randle in particular. Rumor 
has it that I even have a dea- 
con board of Lakers who are 
recruiting a lot of road team 
players to attend. 
Now that’s funny! 
When the Lakers 
played the Golden 
State Warriors, 
there were 17 play- 
ers present. Who 
knows what God is 
going to do next! 
Hollywood, here I 
come!

The workers’ protests 
against unfair wages and lack- 
luster safety centered on four 
iconic words: [AM A MAN. The 
slogan’s meaning was clear: work- 
ers, people of color, and all those 
marginalized in society deserved 
to be treated with dignity and re- 


Spect -- as men, as women and as 
human beings. 

Fifty years after that fate- 
ful April evening, much of King’s 
vision of America as a “Promised 
Land” is still unrealized and under 
attack. 


if King were alive 
in 2018, his view from 
the mountaintop 
would be an America 
that is plagued by many 
of the social and economic 
inequalities that he,

so hard against five 
decades earlier. In order 


for change to truly occur, we must 
remind ourselves of King’s words, 
to rededicate ourselves to rise up and 
make America what it ought to be. 
On the 50th anniversary 
of his death, we will celebrate Dr.

world headquarters. Mason Temple 
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is a vast concrete building capable 
of seating 7,500 people on two 
levels. The temple, designed with 
simplified Art Moderne styling 
and detail, was constructed for 
regular services as well as to 
house COGIC’s annual national 
Holy Convocation. 


On the evening of April 3, 1968, 
Mason Temple scheduled the 
Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference’s (SCLC) Rev. Ralph 
Abernathy, King’s associate, as 
the evening speaker. But when the 
3,000-person crowd demanded to 
hear Dr. King, Abernathy phoned 
King in his room at the Lorraine 


Hotel and asked him to address the 


assembly. 


King, Abernathy, Andrew Young 
and other black leaders had come 
to Memphis to support 1,300 
striking sanitation workers who 
met regularly at the church. Their 
grievances included unfair work- 
ing conditions. On rainy days, 
black workers had to return home 
without pay while paid white 
Supervisors remained on the job. 
Also, black workers were given 
only one uniform and no place in 
which to change clothes. Another 
grievance was poor pay, whereby 
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the highest paid black worker 
could not hope to earn more than 
$70 a week. Following a bloody 
confrontation between marching s 
trikers and police the week before, 
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a court injunction had been issued 
banning further protests. King 
hoped their planned march would 
overturn the court injunction.

These are just some of the 
terms that come to mind when thinking of 
Holy Convocation. From the all-night prayer 
session, led by Evangelist Frances Kelley 
and the Prayer Team, to the Final Prayer 

by the Presiding Bishop at the close of the 
General Assembly, there are more than 1|5 
services, 200 classes and many departmental 
experiences for those who attend the annual 
Holy Convocation. 


Since 2010, The America’s Center in St. 
Louis has become the temporary hub for The 
Church Of God In Christ, Inc. An estimated 
50,000 people attended the 110th Annual 
Holy Convocation throughout the more than 
weeklong event. 


The 2017 theme was “In This Changing 
World, Let Us Hold On to our Unchang- 

ing Faith.” One look at the Convocation 
schedule and one quickly realizes that the 
Church Of God In Christ is quite the active 
denomination. When preparing to attend 
Convocation, those who do not understand 
the complexity of the convention will often 
say, “Enjoy your vacation.” Most attendees 
will tell you that Holy Convocation is not 

a typical vacation in any sense of the word. 
On the contrary, it is a time of rejuvenation, 
renewal and recharging for another year of 
service to God by representing Him in the 
world. With six major departments and many 
other auxiliaries, the week was bursting with 
exciting events, with more than 300 classes 
and meetings held throughout. Wow... 
HC-2017 was full of activity! 


11/11/40 has become the guide to pre-con- 
vocation planning in prayer and fasting. The 
International Department of Evangelism 
(IDOE) distributes a prayer guide in prepara- 
tion for Holy Convocation. In addition, there 
are prayer calls and other collective oppor- 
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tunities to seek the Lord’s blessing for the 
success of Holy Convocation. 


President Elijah Hankerson and staff 
planned many outreach and evangelistic 
events throughout the week. The IDOE 
actually got started before the convocation 
even began. The department ministered at 
jails and prisons in the Greater St. Louis 
area. Several services were held reaching 
hundreds of men and women with the glori- 
ous gospel of Jesus Christ. Street Teams 
were deployed to many of the distressed 
areas of the city to share the gospel with 

as many men, women, boys and girls as 
possible. These Street Teams also invited 
thousands of residents to the services of the 
Church Of God In Christ. The department 
continues to lead the evangelistic efforts for 
the entire denomination. 


Revival Fire services, sponsored by the 
IDOE, have become popular during Holy 
Convocation. These services are held after 
the main evening service. This year, Re- 
vival Fire featured a triple threat: Bishop 
J. Drew Sheard, Evangelist Karen Clark 
Sheard and Dr. Dorinda Clark Cole (in that 
order) preaching on the same night and on 
the same stage. 


In addition to celebrating the 90th year an- 
niversary of the department, the following 
includes the report of the IDOE’s efforts 
during Holy Convocation 2017: 


The 100,000th door hanger with the 
gospel message (since 2010) was distrib- 
uted in St. Louis this year. 


The Prayer Walk was held again this 
year, offering prayer to consecrate the area 
surrounding The America’s Center. 


153 souls were claimed for Jesus through 
efforts during Holy Convocation. 


108 backsliders returned to the Lord. 


49 people were baptized and filled with 
the Holy Ghost.

He concluded that speaking 
at the Presiding Bishop’s We Care 
banquet was one of the greatest 
things that he had ever done. He 
touted his deep appreciation for 
the church and being excited for 
more than three months after 
Bishop Blake asked him to be the 
banquet’s guest speaker. It was 
truly a great experience. 


More than $50,000 in scholarships 
was awarded to high school and 
college students as a result of 

the funds raised from the various 
efforts of COGIC Charities. In ad- 
dition, COGIC Charities has been 
present during natural disasters in 
the U.S. and around the world. 


Another highlight this year was 

a special late night musical on 
Thursday evening. For every year 
that Dr. Judith Christie McAllister 
has served as the president and Min- 
ister of Music for the International 
Music Department (IMD), she has 
been asked to do a concert. Known 
around the world as the Queen 

of Praise & Worship, Dr. McAI- 
lister is in high demand across the 
country as a clinician and lecturer, 
where she ministers frequently on 
the importance of Praise & Wor- 
ship as a lifestyle. Dr. J, as she is 
affectionately known, rejected the 
calls for a concert for the first nine 
years because she did not feel that 
she had been released. “However, 
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I clearly heard the voice of the Lord 


say that the time is now to go forth.” 
Confirmation for her came with the 
overwhelming response from the 
saints and how easily the worship 
experience came together. After 
selecting the singers and musicians, 
the full team had one rehearsal 
during Convocation. 


From all accounts from those pres- 
ent, and the social media frenzy 
that followed, the worship experi- 
ence glorified God in every way. 

It was a great evening in the very 
presence of the Lord from the first 
note to the last. Dr. J has been a 
blessing to the corporate worship of 
the Church. We look forward to her 
continued leadership. 


While it is true that we have great 
services and opportunities to serve 
the community, we also take care 
of the business of the Church. The 
General Assembly met on Monday 
and although this year’s session 
was lighter, as compared to other 
years, there was still business to 
which we had to attend. 


The major item before the General 
Assembly was the approval of the 
2018-2019 budget, which was ap- 
proved. 


The budget calls for revenues and 
expenses in excess of 11 million 
dollars and includes nearly $50,000 
going into the reserve fund. Em- 
phasis was once again placed on 
members of the Church Of God 

In Christ participating in the La- 
ity Day Campaign. This campaign 
asks each member of the church to 
support the ministries of the church 
with a special $20 offering. The 
Presiding Bishop has committed 
all of the funds raised during the 


Loyalty Day campaign to Educa- 
tion and Missions. 


There was also major discussion 
about persons holding two elected 
and/or appointed offices. This issue 
could impact several leaders and 
will be revisited at the April Call 
Session of the General Assembly. 


Praise filled the Temple in mighty 
ways! Of course, the “temple” is 
The America’s Center during Holy 
Convocation. Two guest preachers 
graced the pulpit: Pastor Joel Osteen 
of Houston, Texas and Bishop 
Marvin L. Sapp of Grand Rapids, 
Michigan. Pastor Osteen began 
with two jokes to lighten the mood 
of the evening and prepared to 
minister the Word of the Lord. He 
was obviously moved and touched 
by being at Holy Convocation as he 
recalled the tremendous ministry of 
his late father, Pastor John Osteen. 


Of course, Bishop Marvin Sapp 

is no stranger to COGIC. As well 
known as he is as a singer, he will 
tell you that his greatest joy comes 
from preaching the gospel of Jesus 
Christ. He encouraged those pres- 
ent to remain committed to the 
work of the ministry and to see it 
to completion. “The world needs 
the Church to be the Church... 

no more time for hiding from our 
responsibility.” 


The highlight of all services, of 
course, is the Lord’s Day Cel- 
ebration held on Sunday. This 
is the time when we hear from 
our Presiding Bishop and Chief 
Apostle, His Eminence, The Most 
Reverend Charles Edward Blake, 
Sr. After years of having services 
in 4 different venues, the saints 
now worship in one facility. Nearly 
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50,000 people worshipping God 
together is tremendous. The mu- 
sic was tremendously anointed, 
including the Anthem of Praise. 
The praise was truly glorious. The 
pinnacle of the service was the 
anointed sermon, preached by the 
Presiding Bishop who delivered 

a remarkable word to the saints 

to encourage us to do the work of 
the ministry. Bishop Blake gave 
us details on how to impact our 
communities for Jesus Christ. 


During the Sunday evening ser- 
vice, Bishop P.A. Brooks served 
as Worship Leader and allowed 
the Spirit of the Lord to reign. The 
outpouring was so incredible that 
there was a marvelous praise led 
by the bishops and for more than 
twenty-five minutes, the saints 
went up in a praise. The word 
shared by Bishop Michael Hill 
was the culminating event prior 
to the consecration of the new 
bishops and the Celebration of the 
Lord’s Supper.

The Church of God in Christ World Missions 
Department held its Inaugural Leadership 
Empowerment Summit on the historic grounds 
of Saints Academy in Lexington, Mississippi 


under the guidance and direction of Bishop —_ 
Vincent Mathews Jr. Over 50 of the department’s - 
leaders gathered from all over the world for Pe

its rich history. Dinner was then held in the 
great Bishop’s Hall where Bishop Vincent 
Mathews, Jr. set the tone, introducing 
committee members and giving a few sur- 
prise gifts! After dinner and icebreakers, 
the leaders boarded a charter bus and 
drove down to Lexington, Mississippi to 
stay at the Saints Academy. 


The Saints Academy was a vision as the 
college was aglow under the campus 
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uscript and Design Supervisor, The Advance 
attendees were given instructions for their 
rooms in the campus dormitory which had not 
been used for over twenty years! World Mis- 
sions was blessed to receive over $100,000 
in financial donations and in-kind labor to 
provide new plumbing, paint, carpets and a 
new roof for the dormitory. Since the new 
dormitory renovations, the Presiding Bishop 
granted the World Missions Department sev- 
eral buildings for use on the campus grounds 
for future events. 

The first speaker for the summit was 
Evangelist Winifred W. Morris, wife of Bishop 
Ernest C. Morris, Sr. the founding and senior 
pastor of the landmark Mt. Airy Church of 
God in Christ in Philadelphia, and prelate of 
the Koinonia of Pennsylvania Jurisdiction. 
Evangelist Morris is a noted keynote and mo- 
tivational speaker across the country speaking 
to religious, civic and educational organiza- 
tions. She has been the recipient of many 
civic awards, citations and often recognized 
for her contributions to the community. 

Personal and archetypal, Mother Win- 
ifred W. Morris rose to the occasion with her 
Advance Overview. 


“Advance” is a military term. The first defini- 
tion in the unabridged dictionary is a military 
one. “To move or bring forward, e.g. “The 
General advanced his troops to the new posi- 
tion.” While there was a page filled with other 
definitions, this one seemed most appropriate. 


Looking at “ADVANCE” in military terms is most 
instructive for our journey over the next few 
days. The definition went further to say, 
ADVANCE “refers to the movement of soldiers 
to a forward position out of the safety zone 
closer to the battle lines.” Surely you can 
identify with the appropriateness of this defin- 
ing of our true purpose, objective, and goal as 
our visionary leader renamed this event not a 
retreat...but an ADVANCE. We are engaged in 
desperate combat for the lives, souls, social 
and political institutions in nations all across 
the globe. 


The second speaker was Pastor Matthew 
L. Brown, a fourth generation COGIC member 
who has distinguished himself as a servant- 
leader in the local, district, jurisdiction and 
national church for over 40 years. Pastor 
Brown has committed his life to Servant 
Leader principles, which he’s shared for over 
30 years with diverse communities, faiths 
and business leaders. Pastor Brown, Th.D., 
is an unequivocal Christian with vast experi- 
ence, similar to the biblical Joseph, in gov- 
ernment and public administration. 


Pastor Brown’s teaching on the “Les- 
sons of Champions’ was intricate without 

being prohibitively technical, and imparted 
actionable tools for effective leadership.

1 “Strategic distinction is the practical strate- 
gy of operating from your authentic purpose.” 
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2 “If soul business is our business, how’s 
business?” 


3 “If you don’t support missions, your church 
will be a mission field.” 


4 “Do something you’ve never done before 
you ask others to do something they have 
never done! Be a CHAMPION before you 
ask.”

Our founder, Bishop C.H. Mason, 
organized St. Paul Church of God in Christ in 
4897. The World Missions Department was 
privileged to have a worship experience on 
these hallowed grounds. 

The “In Your Presence” worship expe- 
rience featured guest psalmists Minister Na- 
than Glasper, Jr. and Pastor Kellen Brooks, 
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with Intercessory Prayer led by the first lady 
of the World Missions Department, Evangelist 
Sharon Mathews. 

Minister Nathan Glasper, Jr. is a mem- 
ber of Grace for the Nations Church in Grand 
Rapids, Michigan where he serves as Execu- 
tive Liaison and Navigator of Worship. Nate 
also serves as Adjunct Music Professor at 
Calvin College and Conductor of the Calvin 
College Gospel Choir.

to their state. Also, to continue 
the momentum created from the 
historic 1st National Jurisdictional 
AIM Chairpersons Retreat & Sum- 
mit by hosting our 2nd Retreat 

& Summit in Nashville, TN by 
offering exciting activities and op- 
portunities for fellowship amongst 
Jurisdictional AIM Chairmen and 
their wives. Another goal is to in- 
crease attendance during our train- 
ing sessions at AIM 2018 by 50%, 
through more aggressive outreach 
to Jurisdictional AIM Chairpersons 
who have not attended our sessions 
in the past, or who have not con- 
sistently done so; and continue to 
strengthen the network of regional 
coordinators and empower them to 
do the work assigned to them.

you completed? 


SUPT. BUSH: We introduced 


the first ever update to the Nation- 
al Jurisdictional AIM Chairpersons 
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Official Manual this year (2017) at 


the Holy Convocation in St. Louis. 


This project was completed 
through the collaborative efforts 
of multiple members of NJAC and 
guest contributors. During AIM 
2017 in Charlotte, the National Ju- 
risdictional AIM Chairman Wives 
Network was created as our wives 
came together for their inaugural 
meeting and vision casting ses- 
sion.

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SUPT. BUSH: We currently 


have a database of over 110 Juris- 
dictional AIM Chairpersons. 
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SUPT. BUSH: The benefits 


of being actively involved in the 
network depend upon the needs 
of each Jurisdictional AIM Chair- 
person. If a Jurisdictional AIM 
Chairperson has a desire to facili- 
tate discussions or provide training 
to other Jurisdictional AIM 
Chairpersons from their years of 
experience successfully leading 
conventions, active, supportive 
Jurisdictional AIM Chairpersons 
are given that opportunity to fulfill 


that personal goal. If a Jurisdic- 
tional AIM Chairperson is not as 
experienced as other Jurisdictional 
AIM Chairpersons, the benefit of 
being actively involved in NJAC 
is it provides a system of support, 
training, advice, and guidance 
from amongst the network. An 
atmosphere of camaraderie exists 
that fosters discussions of shared 
experiences that lead to effective, 
innovative responses to challenges 
faced by Jurisdictional AIM 
Chairpersons. If a Jurisdictional 
AIM Chairperson is not involved 
with NJAC, they are literally on 
an island and isolated from the 
many resources that are available 
to them that would make their job 
easier, and to help them become 
more effective, successful Juris- 
dictional AIM Chairpersons.

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had reached epidemic proportions, with new reports 
Stating that Rwanda was experiencing their worse 
drought in over 60 years. Unfortunately, our 
COGIC brothers and sisters in that region had also 
been heavily impacted by the drought. With little- 
to-no water for drinking, watering live- 
stock, fields or gardens, the loss was 
great. All too familiar with hardships, 
having to overcome the throws of 
civil war and genocide in the 1990’s, 
the people prayed and cried out to God 
fora MIRACLE. 

There are 55 COGIC churches in the Rwanda 
Jurisdiction but the churches in Muramb1, located 
in the Kayonza District of Eastern Rwanda, were 
the most impacted by the drought. Complicating 
matters further, there are no nearby lakes or rivers 
in this part of the country from which to draw water. 

Bishop Jeffrey Melvin, Prelate of the Rwanda 
Jurisdiction (United States resident) received the 
news of the drought affecting his people in October 
2016. Administrative Assistant Kabasha Innocent, 
who lives in the capital city of Kigali, traveled 
to Murambi to visit the churches there and called 
Bishop Melvin to report what he had seen and 
heard. “The people are suffering greatly,” he said. 
“Our people are starving, please help us.” 
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Heartbroken, Bishop Melvin contacted COGIC 
World Missions President, Bishop Vincent Mathews, 
to ask for aid to help his people. Acting quickly, a 
meeting was setup with the CWM Appropriations 
Committee during the 109th Holy Convocation. As 
the committee listened to Bishop Melvin’s plea for 
help, a sense of urgency came over the room. Mother 
Maddaline Norfleet and Dr. June Rivers began making 
phone calls immediately to address the problem. 
Mother Norfleet stated, “Giving beans and rice would 
do little good if there was no water to prepare it.” It 
was assessed that granting funds for rice, beans and 
bottled water was a first step measure, but a more 
permanent solution was needed. A water well would 
be needed in that location. 
A call was placed to Deacon Walter Chandler, 
a member of Oklahoma’s Southeast Jurisdiction serving 
under Bishop Malcolm Coby. Deacon Chandler is the 
project director for the jurisdiction’s Faith For 500 
project, the vision of Bishop Malcolm Coby to dig 
much needed water wells throughout the continent of 
Africa. Under the supervision of Deacon Chandler, a 
partnership with the Water4 Company (a USA faith- 
based organization specializing in the manufacturing 
and drilling of water wells) was formed. Deacon 
Chandler contacted the executives of Water4 and 
shared the water dilemma in Rwanda and from there, 
the wheels of progress began to turn in our favor. 
The plans to dig traditional, shallow water 
wells (30 to 40 ft. deep) began. After surveying sev- 
eral locations for water at a cost of $350.00 per survey, 


however, it was determined that the water table was 


insufficient to support this type of well. Later, in a 


lone meeting with Water4 representatives, Deacon 


) directly into the aquifer. It would be equipped 


ler and Supervisor Maddaline Norfleet discussed 


with a state of the art filtration system capable of 
filtering 98.5% of all harmful contaminates from the 
water. It would be connected underground to five 

off site kiosk stations with the capacity of providing 
pure drinking water to over 4,000 people per day. A 
complex water well system like this would be the first 
of its kind in the nation of Rwanda. Mother Norfleet 
and Deacon Chandler were convinced it was God’s 
will that the deep water well be drilled at the COGIC 
property in Murambi. 

However, there was one obvious obstacle 
to overcome — the cost of the initial water well was 
estimated at $1,500 to $3,000. The price tag of the 
proposed deep water well system was $55,000 to 
$62,000. At the end of the conversation, the Water4 
rep asked Mother Norfleet to close the meeting with 
prayer. She gave thanks to God and prayed as if 
He had already provided every resource and dollar 
needed to complete the project. Everyone on the call 
was moved to give God thanks for favor to drill the 
well. A short time later, Water4 committed to match 
the funds raised by donating $30,000 towards the 
well. When the deep-water survey was conducted, the 
aquifer was found to be 250 feet beneath the church, 
ON COGIC PROPERTY. 

Bishop Melvin, Deacon Chandler and Mother 
Norfleet wasted no time and began seeking donors for 
the filtered water well system. COGIC bishops, such 
as Nathiel D. Wells of Texas, General Board Member 
Darrell Hines, and Michael Cole of South Dakota, 
were of the largest contributors. A large contribu- 
tion came from a member of West Angeles COGIC, 
and many others sowed into the project allowing the 
dream to become a reality. 

On October 11, 2017, less than one year af- 
ter receiving news of the severe drought in Rwanda, 

left the U.S. in route to 
e the new deep water 


Bishop Melvin 
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well. Team members included Bishop Jeffrey Melvin 
(Rwanda Prelate) and First Lady Deborah Melvin, 
Bishop Nathiel Wells (Texas Northeast), Bishop 
Malcolm Coby (Oklahoma Southeast), Supervisor 
Maddaline Norfleet (Ethiopia), Pastor James Gilmore 
(Mississippi), Pastor James Hunt (Texas) and Mother 
Merry Cherry (New York Western). 

Local government officials and the Rwandan 
media were on hand to celebrate and document the 
event. COGIC pastors and congregants from neigh- 
boring villages were also present and joined the 
festivities. Just moments after the ribbon cutting and 
prayer of dedication, the Lord allowed the sky to open 
and a drenching rain fell from heaven. 

Happy to see the rain, some of the saints 
began to walk outside allowing themselves to be 
drenched by the rain. It was as if God Himself sent 
His seal of approval for the water well by sending 
rain from above. To say the least, the people inside 
the church danced and praised God for over an hour 


for the miracle of clean water. TWT

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ACHIEVERS AWARD 
An Interview with Elder Kale Mann

The “20 Under 40 Achievers Award” may be one of the most well-kept secrets 
within the Church of God in Christ. If so, the secret is out. Recipients of the 
“20 Under 40 Achievers Award” met during the | 10th Holy Convocation in 
St. Louis, Missouri. Elder Kale Mann, AIM Vice Chairman of Ministries and 
Special Initiatives, chaired the meeting and Superintendent Linwood Dillard, 
International AIM (Auxiliaries In Ministry) Chairman, took time from his 
busy schedule to attend.

dent of Soar Into Your Destiny 
(STYD), a nonprofit organization 
that provides career readiness 
programs for student athletes and 
young adults. Kale earned his 
bachelor’s degree in Business 
Management and Computer 
Programming from Buffalo State 
College. He is the youngest 
African-American board member 
for Lakeshore Savings Bank in 
New York, with over a decade of 
experience in business manage- 


ment, brand management, and people development, including 
diversity training. Elder Mann has established himself as an 
ambassador for effective living through established principles. He 
is a proud husband, father, and ordained minister. His call to help 
people from every walk of life is what drives him from day to day. 


ACHIEVERS AWARD 


KALE MANN: My assignment is to implement 
programs and platforms that will give members of 
COGIC who desire to offer up their skills and exper- 
tise an opportunity to work and help further the cause 
of our great church. Also, I am to ensure the proper 
recognition of outstanding individuals that represent 
COGIC in their various areas of profession. 


KALE MANN: Chairman Dillard has taught me the 
importance of using opportunities granted to you to 
build opportunities for others to serve. One of his 
main goals is to ensure that everyone feels that there 
is a place for them in COGIC. Chairman Dillard is a 
walking example of the scripture where we are en- 
couraged to prefer our brother over ourselves. 


KALE MANN: The idea originated with Chairman 
Dillard’s desire to shed a better light on the millen- 
nial generation, who have been the subject of a ton of 
negative press.
